General. 

The  most  urgent  need  of  the  town  is  still  a proper  sewage  disposal  system 
The  present  method  of  discharging  into  soakaways , most  of  which  are 
much  too  near  dwelling  houses,  and  these  allowed  to  overflow  before  any 
attempt  is  made  to  cleanse  them;  constitute  the  most  serious  sanitary 
defect  in  the  town. 

There  are  also  a number  of  sub-standard  houses  in  poor  repair  and  beyond 
reasonable  repair, , owing  to  their  low  rental  and  present  cost  of  repair. 

No  £ ggd&c atlohd  have  been  received  under  the  1949  Housing  Act.
